Nevertheless, despite this attitude 
of the Madrid press and deBpite the 
denial] given on Friday last to the cor- 
respondent of the Associatei Press by 
a Spanish commissioner that the Span- 
iards had any intention of withdraw- 
ing the Americans here will not be 
surprised if one or more of the Span- 
ish commissioners resign and practi-

This feeling is based upon the fact that 
Senor Rios early last week would have 
resigned if his so doing would not have 
imperiled the Sagasta ministry, and the 
reasoning is that if, while pressing the 
Cuban debt, which is not mentioned in the 
protocol and which the Spanish commis- 
sionets insist should not be left to Spair 
alone, Senor Rios were inclined to resign, 
he might, in the open field of contention as 
to the Philippines, feel

| ARE RECALLED FROM HAVANA. 


Hecker and Lee, of Transportation 
Commission, Ordered Home. 
Havana, October 30.—Co!onel Hecker and 
Colone} Lee, of the United States special 
transportation commission, received cable- 
grams from Washington last night direct- 
ing their return to Washington by the 
first steamer available. The messages, 
which were from Secretary Alger, were 
very brief, simply directing the recipients 
to report to the war department, and there 
is considerable perplexity as to the object 

of the recall. 

Replies were immediately cabled to 
Washington, but up to the hour of filing 
this dispatch no rejoinder had been re- 
ceived, thus leaving the matter of Colonel 
Hecker’s departure doubtful, though Colo- 
ne] Lee wil! leave tomorrow by the Ward 
line steamer Sen<ca. 

The supposition is that the death of 
Colonel George E. Waring, Jr., in New 
York city, has necessitated some change 
in the plans of the war department. Gen- 
eral Wade and Lieutenant Colonel Clous 
had a long conference with Colonel Lee 
and Colonel Hecker this afternoon. 

Colonel Lee's departure will leave the 
commission on transportation and the se- 
lection of camp sites without a chairman 
and the quartermaster’s department with- 
out a disbursing officer. 

Dr. O'Reilly, upon whom the chairman- 
ship of the two commissions will devolve, 
will be appointed to General Wade's staff 
as head quartermaster. 

The impression is general among the 
Americans here that the recalls of Colo- 
nels Lee and Hecker at this particular 
Juncture is highly significant. 


NO TIME FIXED FOR MOVEMENT. 


General Lee Will Be Landed in Cuba 
by January ist. 
Washington, October 30.—No definite de- 
termination has been reached as to the date 
when the troops now at Savannah will be 
sent to Cuba. A prominent administration 
official said tonight that the departure ef 
General Lee's corps would be dependent to 
a certain extent upon the movements of 
the Spanish forces in evacuating tl e island 
The American troops, he said, might sail 
this week and they might not sai) for a 

month. 

Jt is the intention of the administration, 
however, to land General Lee’s corps tn 
Cuba beforé the Ist of January. That date 
has been fixed definitely as the time for 
the fina) evactiation of the island by the 
Spaniards. An effort was made by the 
Spanish authorities to obtain an extension 
of the time of evacuation until the ist of 
February, but the proposition was declined 
by the American commissioners. Arrange- 
ments for the landing and camping of the 
American forces have practically been com- 
pleted in Cuba, although some of the de- 
tails have not yet been worked out. The 
recall at this time of Colonel Hecker and 
Colonel Lee from Havana is simply to se- 
cure their aid here in the working out of 
these details. 

General Fitzhugh Lee came to Washing- 
ton from Richmond last night, but remain- 
ed only yntil an early train this morning. 
His business was purely private and he 
called upon no war department officials. 

Important orders will be sent to him 
early this week relating to the movement 
of his corps, but as yet the war depart- 
ment has not disclosed their nature.

SINE WAVE SYSTEM MAKES 
UUEAN TELEGRAPHY EASY 


Two Volunteer Signal~Officers Promise a 
Great Improvement, 


GREELY INDORSES THE WORK 


Tests Have Been Made Over Long Lines | 


In England Successfully, 


WAS TRIED DURING THE LATE WAR 


In His Annual Report General Gree- 
ly Discusses the Invention of 
Professor Crehere and Colo- 
nel Squeer—What They 
Can Do. 


Washington, October 30.—One point in che 
annua) report of General Greely has escap- 
ed public attention, owing to its disassocia- 
tion with the late war. It relates to the dis- 
Profes- 


George O. Squier, volunteer signal officers, 
who have lately pursued under the direc- 
tion of the chief signal officer of che army, 
certain scientific investigations that prom- 
ise to work a revolution in methods of 


ocean telegraphy. 


General Greely expresses his bellef that 
these discoveries and inventions have as- 
sumed such form and phase as to be of the 
greatest value to the commercial world. 

The discoveries outline the true scientific 


‘method of telegraphy known as the sine 


wave system. The first experiments made 
were at the Artillery School, Fort Monroe, 
Va., and were discussed theoretically in 
1897 under the title of “The Synchrono- 
graph,”’ a new method of rapidly transmit- 
ting intelligence by the alternating cur- 
rent. The next step was the testing of this 


mitting messages over long cables. The ca- 
ble transmitter was completed and the land 
nstrument advanced when the late war 
interrupted progress, which has only lately 
been renewed by Genera] Greely. 

The first practical tests of the cable 
transmitter have just been made through 
the courtesy of George Clapperton and 
other officials of the Commerctal Cable 
Company, of New York. The experiments 
were made over the fable between New 
York city and Canso, which had a length 
of 827 knots, an electrica! resistance of 
13,700 ohms and an electric distributing 
capacity of 231 microfrads. Three tests 
were made between September 25 and Oc- 
tober 16, 1898 g 

Change in Transmitter. 


The change from existing telegraphic 
methods consists in the substitution of the 
present appliance of a transmitter sending 


, smooth waves—such as are obtained in al- 
| ternating currents working—without mak-

Alternating Current Superior. 

These experiments, the report sets forth, 
proved conclusively the superiority of a 
modern alternating current, smooth wave, 
the typical form of which is a s:'mple sine 
Wave as compared with the system now 
exclusively used throughout the world in 
code telegraphy. Under the sine wave sys- 
tem words were sent and received over a 
line of 1,100 miles long at a rate of over 
8.000 words per minute. 

Under this new system the speed of the 
Wheatstone commercial receiver was. in- 
creased as much as three fold when op- 
erated under identically the system of the 
old code telegraphy. 

The superiority of the sine wave having 
been decided by experimenta] apparatus, 
the next step was to construct transmitters 
for actual commercial conditions. Two spe- 
cla] apparatus .were devised, one for op- 
erating land lines and the other for trans-

ions for the transmission of messages over 
long cables are distinctly and widely dif- 
ferent from those on aerial lines. 

The necessity of increased speed over 
ccean cables, the report continues, while 
not generally appreciated, is strikingly ob- 
vious when examined from a commercial 
standpoint. Since every cable spanning the 
Atlantic ocegn costs several millions of 
dollars, the value of any discovery tat 
will increase the working power of these 
cables is at present apparent,

in expressing his opinion that tne sine 
Wave system, which aiso admits 
dupiexing, will within a year or two 
ercase very materialiy the working capacity 
of every cable to which it is applied.

He Discusses Decision of Supreme Court 
on Joint Tariff Body. 


COVERS THE GROUND FULLY 
Declares Organization Was To Assist 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 


IT WAS  WECESSARY TO RAILROADS

He Asserts That the Error Was with 
the Men Who Framed Inter- 
state Commerce Act. 


New York, October 30.—Chauncey M. De- 
pew having made a study of the decision 
of the supreme court on traffic associations 
gives his opinion on the subject as follows: 


“The decision of the supreme court neces- 
Sitates the dissolution of the Joint Traffic 
Association as at present constituted. 
Broadly stated, the decision means Uthat 
there shall be no association among rail- 
ways by which they will have any under- 
standing or agreement in regard to rates, 
either the maintenance of rates or the pre- 
vention of rate cutting, or the prevention 
of discriminations aguinst weak shippers in 
favor of strong ones, or against small local- 
ities and those along the lines in favor of 
the great terminal cities. * 

“The object of the Joint Traffic Associa- 
tion was, first, to assist the interstate 
commerce act: second, to prevent secret 
rate cutting, and third, to prevent the 
favoritism io great cities and to great 
shippers, which are gradually wiping out 
intermediate towns and the small business 
men. 

“All the railways ask is that under some 
form of voluntary agreement or pooling law 
they may be permitted to arrange among 
themselves so that there shai] be uniform 
rates to everybody who ships over the va- 
rious lines for the same service. In other 
words, as the railroads are semi-pubiic 
corporations, then che public should be 
treated upon lines the same as the govern- 
ment treats people who use the people, or 
the same as the people are treated wno use 
the telegraph lines, viz: Uniform rates and 
the same &reatment to every one for like 
service. 

Fault of Interstate Commerce Law. 

“The great error of the people who form- 
ed the interstate commerce act is in sup- 
posing that in preventing the railroads from 
agreeing upon rates and having a pool 
they were getting lower rates for the pur- 
pose and preventing discriminations. Their 
legislation proceeded upon the thought that 
there is but one'line, for instance, between 
New York and Chicago, whereas, there 
are eight lines. Now, it is possible for a 
combination of capital to take the weak 
line aud ship its product over that line 
upon an agreement much below the cur- 
rent rates. The weak line may be in the 
hands of a receiver and have no obligations 
to pay either upon the invested capiial 
which built it. Tme other lines cannot af- 
ford to go into bankruptcy by following 
this rate, 

“The effect ig very soon evident. The 
rates which these big shippers get over 
this bankrupt line enable them to make 
their product sg much cheaper than the 
people who are situated upon the other 
lines, or who send to market from other 
piaces than the terminus of the bankrupt 
line that they drive them out of business, 
Then the anti-trust, anti-corporation, anti- 
combination people by their own device 
have created a combination and a trust. 
This process has been going on ever since 
the interestate commerce act and the anti- 
pooling. prowWsions were enforced. If the 
process continue the present rapid progress 
of the consoiidation of every preduct into 
the hands of one concern or a few men 
will continue on both producer ad the con- 
sumer in the country will have their prices 
fixed by the combinations of the various 
products of the people. If the eight lines, 
however, were in a position where they 
couid protect each other and the public in 
giving equal rates and equal opportunities 
by all lines, then the enterprise ana energy 
and natural facilities of intermediate places 
with smaller expenses and less capital in 
their business, with the owners attending 
to their own affairs, wculd result in a wide 
distribution of independent business, in the 
farmer finding many competitors for tne 
product of his farm and the railways hav- 
ing thousands of customers. instead of a 
very few. 

Combine To Raise Prices. 

“The objection to a pool ng iaw has al- 
ways been that the railways would com- 
bine to raise prices. It is apparently use- 
less for the railroad man to say that he 
knows to be a fact, that the demands of 
the different markets, the competition of 
the waterways and ihe conditions of the 
different centers at which freight is gath- 
ered, make it impossible for the railways 
to raise the rates. But the railways are 
rot only willing but anxious that thie dan- 
eer should be obviated by giv’ng the goy- 
ernment supervision and control over all 
pooling rates. The railroads ask for no 
pooling law except upon these conditions: 
First, that the pooling contract shal] not 
be made unti] it has been approved by the 
interstate commerce commiss'on, and, sec- 
ond, that if the rates prove oppressive or 
unjust in the traffic which is subject to 
the pool, the interstate commerce commis- 
sion shall have the right to step in and 
right the wrong, if there is any, or abro- 
gate the pool. The only objection I have 
ever heard ig that the xovernment cannot 
be trusted. Certainly there has been noth- 
ing in the conduct of the interstate com- 
mission since its formation which justifies 
such a charge. If such a charge is true, 
then all government is a failure where 
great respons bilities devolve upon it. 

“The railroads are anxious that the in- 
terstate commerce commission should be 
ag strong and judicial as possible. The 
nearer it approaches the absolutely inde- 
pendent form of the supreme court of the 
United States the better it will suit the 
railroads. Faling. howevér, in legislation 
on the subject, and supposing that the law 
remains as the supreme court has decided 
against railroad pooling and agreements 
under present statutes, the natural ten- 
dency of the railroads will be to foflow the 
general trend of the other busi 
ness of the country. This will not 
be a rapid process, but the tendency 
will be sure. The weaker lines will be un- 
able to stand. the strain of irregular rates 
and wholly uncertain or unremunerative 
compensation which follows. They will not 
be able to raise the money which the strong- 
er line can to take advantage of every in- 
vention, every improvement which can 


cheapen the cost of carrying. So they will | 
be bankrupted and ultimately absorbed by | 


the stronger lines and the business of the 
country will be in the Wands of the latter. 
T'his absorption and thé consequent. forma- 
tion of a few gigantic corporations to do 
the carrying business of the country would 
threaten another railway agitation, whether 
wise or mot, and a long period of genera!

“This decision will ve a fortunate docu-

vancement of Science met there?’ and ad- 
ded after some further inquiry, ‘It cannot 
be powsible that you are the one I mean.’

Two Thsurance Agenis in Jai 
Under Serious Charge 


AND A GOCTOR 1S MISSING 


Prominent Parles Said To Be. Inpil 
cated In an Attempt 


TO DEFRAUD INSURANCE COMPANIES 


How Their Scheme Was Planned—Pol- 
icies Issued on a Life of a Con- 
sumptive—Will, Which Is 
Alleged To Be Forged 
Is Fourn. 


Albany, Ga., October 3.—(Special.)— 
Worth county is stirred from center to cir- 
cumference over a strange case that has 
found its way into the courts and the par- 
ticulars of which have just come to light. 
The three parties implicated are well 
known in Worth and adjoining counties 
an@ the remarkable cifcumstances with 
which the public has been made familiar 
have caused much astonishment. 

J. K. Patterson and J. H. Ramsaur, both 
white, are confined in Worth county jail 
at Isabella and the authorities are ex- 
ceedingly anxious to apprehend Dr. Hugh 
Wilson, a physician and late postmaster at 
Sylvester. 

Werth superior court was !n session last 
week and during their deliberations the 
grand jury found several true bills against 
Dr. Wilson, Patterson and Ramsaur. There 
are two bills against each of them—one for 
false swearing and one for attempting to 
@efraud insurance companies. Judge Spence 
issued bench warrants for each of the de- 
fendants as soon as the indictments were 
returned. Patterson and Ramsaur were ap- 
prehended and locked up, but Wilson dis- 
appeared and has not yet been apprehend- 
ed. The interesting facts of the case as 
furnished to your correspondent by a prom- 
inent Albany attorney who is familiar with 
all its prasea are as follows: 

Some six months ago J. K. Patterson, 
who was a justice of the peace in Worth 
county, applied for and secured the local 
agency of the New York Life Insurance 
Company and of the Mutual Benefit Insur- 
ance Society: -Abbdut the same time, Dr. 
Wilson wrote to the Penn Mutual! Insur- 
ance Company that if they would send an 
agent to Worth county some good business 
could be done. The Penn Mutua! people 
replied that their agent, Mr. J. H. Ram- 
saur, who Was at the time in this section 
of the state, would go to Worth county if 
requested to do so by Dr. Wilson. Ac- 
cordingly, Ramsaur was invited to go to 
Worth and did so. 

Application for Insurance. 

About tho Zist of April each of the above 
mentioned companies received an applica- 
tion for insurance in the sum of $2,500 on 
the life of Elsie Wadkins, a white farmer 
residing in the Sylvester neighborhood. 
The applications were filed by the respec- 
tive agents of the three companies, Patter- 
son and Ramsaur, and the signature of Dr. 
Wilson was attached to each as medical 
examiner. 

On Jone 3d, less than six weeks after the 
applications for insurance were made, Wad- 
kins died.

QUESTION RIGHT OF fnNRONER 


TO INVADE ANOTHER COUNTY | 


AND SEIZE A CORPSE. 
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Latest Developments in the Case of 
the Death of the Two Young 
Strangers.

Waycross, Ga., October #.—(Special.)— 
Ww. W. Beach and George W. Deen are at 
C. W. Deen & Co's convict camp in Ap- 
pling county today investigating 
Charge of cruel treatment of the boys, 
McFoy, of New York city, and Hender- 
Son, of Durham county, North Carolina, 
which was preferred against them in the 
verdict of the coroner's jury at the inquest 
Thursday night over McFoy’s remains. The 
boys died while serving thirty days sen- 
tences and the verdict corroporated ru- 
mors in circulation that the boys were 
flogged and made to work while sick in 
camp. 

The purpose of today’s invesiigation is 
to meet affidavits from McCrimmon, the 
whipping boss, and Williamson, the man- 
ager, that the boys were not whipped and 
were kindly treated. Beach and Dean. of

’ undertake to dis -harge 
of cruel treatment. Parente wberye 

They are also investigating the question 
whether the coroner of Ware had the 
right under the law to go over in Appling 
county and take a dead body from a grave 
and nold an inquest over the same in 
Ware county and rebury jit in Appling 
without the permission of the coroner of 
Appling county. They say the convict 
camp is located in Appling county and the 
body was buried there, though the death 
occurred in Ware county. They are seri- 
ously considering the idea of onestioning 
the legality of the inquest through the 
courts. They say they are satisfied the 
verdict was not based upon the facts in 
the sworn testimony, and regard the cor- 
Ooner’s failure to have men from the con- 
vict camp summoned as witnesses as a 
confession from him that he merely want- 
ed to earn his fee. 

A certain man who talked with Hender- 
son just before hig death says the youth 
declared that he and McFoy were re- 
quired to work while sick from 3 a. m. to 
6 p. m. and walk four or five miles after 
dark to the camp. He said Henderson de- 
clared that McFoy was whipped 
by the whipping boss while sick, but said 
he himself was not whippeds Henderson 
said that the firm treated he and Mefoy 
right and wanted the overseers to do like- 
wise. The parties with whom Henderson 
stopped while here said he was uncon- 
scrious-and delirious much of the time and 
that they paid no- attention to his wan- 
dering talk. They were not disposed to 
take his words serlously about cruel. 
treatment in the camp. 

There is some outside talk that the 
grand jury of Ware county will investigate 
the death of McFoy, but some parties are 
of the opinion that the grand jury of Ap- 
pling county would have that right in- 
stead of the former.

Arrest of the Parties Who Attempted To

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A Little Too Sweeping. 

Secretary Long, in his speech at the 
Massachusetts Republican Club dinner 
in Boston last Wednesday night, lost hfs 
equilibrium and became a little too 
sweeping. 

The secretary is thus quoted: 

What man would not almost wish that 
his right hand had been cut off rather than 
not have upheld Abraham Lincoln a third 
of a century ago? Let no man in Massa- 
chusettg a third of a century since hang 
his head because his hand did not uphold 
William McKinley, the disciple and tne 
successor, not only in place, but in faith, 
of Abraham Lincoln. 

Neither the comparison nor the appli- 
cation are in place. In fact, they are 
both fearfully awry. The duty which it 
is claimed was due to Abraham Lincoln 
was ONe growing out of the prosecution 
of a war in the presence of an armed 
foe. It cannot be claimed that it would 
follow from that contingency to other 
acts disconnected from it in either time 
or place. 

The democrats as unanimously as the 
republicans have supported the admin- 
istration in every act which concerned 
the prosetution of the late war. Even 
in matters where difference of opinion 
might have been allowable the dem- 
ocrats tefrained ‘ffomn' criticism in order 
that there might be presented to the 
world the singular spectacle cf a united 
people supporting their chief executive. 
It is, therefore. preposterous for Secre- 
tary Long toclaim party advantage from 
the prosecution of that war, or to in- 
sist that because this war took place in 
the early part of President McKinley's 
administration therefore the people of 
the country are estopped from their 
constitutional privilege of differing 
as they please upon public questions. 
There are many things to be decided in 
the future, in the settlement of which 
the democrats will be forced to antag- 
onize their republican adversaries, and 
it will not do in the face of this legiti- 
mate controversy of public questions to 
raise the puerile cry of “stand by the 
president.” 

There is no such thing in the United 
States as attacking the president. The 
office stands high above party contention 
and removed from ignoble criticism, but 
the individual who fills the chair tem- 
porarily may have views which it is 
the duty of his fellows to combat, and 
it is in such method of discussion that 
the genius of American institutions 
proves its excellence. 

No, Mr. Secretary, there is no one at- 
tacking the president. We all stand by 
the presidential office, but there is an 
attack upon republicanism, which has 
never yet failed to prostitute the patri- 
otism of the people to base partisan 
uses. The book of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war has about been closed. Our 
enemy stands disarmed. Our own forces 
are not now engaged in war, but in sim- 
ple garrison service. There is no dan- 
ger to the administration in the people 
resuming their right of discussinb public 
questions for the public good.* 


True Journalistic Policy. 

There is no more conservative news- 
paper in the United States than The 
Public Ledger, of Philadelphia, which 
owes its character to the influence of 
the late George W. Childs. 

During the present exciting guberna- 
torial campaign in Pennsylvania the 
newspapers of that state have been at 
a loss as to what course to pursue. Party 
feeling has run so high and party af- 
filiation on the part of the newspapers 
has been so strong that they were in 
danger of losing sight of their mission 
in the support of this or that candidate. 
An exception to this rule is the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger, which in an ed- 
{torial prints this paragraph concerning 
its course: 

The public spirited citizen who wrote to 
thank The Ledger for the invaluable aid it 
has rendered the cause of good government 
by allowing a staff correspondent to ac- 
»ompany Dr. Swallow on his tour of the 
state is not alone in his apparent misun- 
lerstanding of the character of the news- 
yaper, which is not a mere political organ. 
3y Mr. Stone, Senator Quay’s personally 
‘hosen candidate for governor, the charac- 
er of the real newspaper is equally mis- 
understood. In his speech at Butler on 
ihe 25th instant, Mr. Stone said: 

“I do get amused once in a while by 
‘eading the great dailies of the large cities, 


for there is a great departure in the jour-: 


salism of today. It is very different from 
‘hat-of our fathers. There are today few 
republican and few democratic newspapers; 
whey shift constantly. The ideal of the 
journals of today is to be independent of all 
garty politics. I am not complaining of 
this; possibly I would do the same thing 
with my newspaper if I had one, but the 
ywners forget that the paper that changes 
ts politics with every convention loses 
ts influence with the people.’’ 

The Public Ledger has but said what 
rhe Canstitution has frequently prac- 
ticed—that it is the duty of a news- 
saper to give the news fully and im- 
sartially as a part of its contract with 


its subscribers. The people dave passed 
that period when they can be led by 
either demagogues or organs. While Jit 
is proper for. a newspaper to have its 
editorial opinions and to argue with all 
of its ability for the cause which it es- 
pouses, yet it must never forget its mis- 
sion as a newspaper. What the people 
want most of all is the facts. These 
being furnished, they will not be slow 
to form their own opinions. 


It is well for the newspaper profes- / 


sion that the time has come when it 
can be raised above the whim of party 
leaders or interested individuals and 
recognize its duty as a mouthpiece of 
the public to speak for the people and 
to furnish them with all that is current. 
When newspapers existed simply as per- 
sonal organs their influence was limited 


and their opinions were entitled to but | 


little credit, but now that the time has 
come when the press is not only free 
from censorship and cut loose from the 
leading strings of individuals, but is 
independent and unpurchasable as well, 
it has reached a degree of respectability 
and power far surpassing any ambition 
the editors of earlier days could have 
justly held. 

Give the people the news, fulfil] faith- 
fully the contract between the news 
purveyor and customer and be absolute- 
ly indifferent to the appeals of those 
who would divert its purpose and the 
newspaper will occupy the highest 
possible ground. 
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A Case of Hereiity. 

It seems a little strange to read in 
the Kansas City papers of the arraign- 
mént of Jesse James on the old familiar 
charge of train robbery. 

It is not the original Jesse James, who 
wae rendered incapable of further mis- 
chief by Ford’s well directed bullet, but 
his young son and namesake, who has 
grown up to inherit the name and the 
character of his notorious father. Liv- 
ing within the family influence where 
every deed of the dead bandit was re- 
called as an exhibition of heroism, it 
is no wonder that the mind of the listen- 
ing boy should have become distorted 
so as to look upon the career of a high- 
wayman as the most noble of human 
pursuits. This education has borne 
its legitimate fruit, and the young man 
stands in court charged with a crime 
which made his father a refugee and 
finally brought him to an untimely 
death. 

All of this raises the interesting ques- 
tion of the influence of heredity. It is 
well known that in the countries of the 
old world the criminal classes are as 
well defined by family connection as 
are those of the higher grades of society. 
Beginning with the profession of beg- 
gary, which soon lapses into pilfering 
and bolder forms of robbery, the profes- 
sion descends from father to son as a 
heritage quite as valuable to them as 
are the landed possessions of the young 
infant born in the manor house. How 
to reach these criminal classes and 
break them up is one of the problems 
with which scientists have dealt and 
the more they have plunged into it the 
more inexplicable it becomes. As popu- 
lation increases and becomes congested 
in certain centers the opportunities for 
those who are not able to break from 
its confines become lessened, and thus a 
criminal class is formed to whom the 
calling becomes a birthright from which 
they seemingly cannot escape. | 

In the United States we have had com- 
parative freedom from this trouble, but 
with our increasing settled civilization, 
the evils which have afflicted European 
society seem to be transferring them- 
selves to our midst, so that in time we 
will have not only our hereditary upper 
class and yeomen, but alsoour trouble- 
some criminal class; whom it will tax 
the ingenuity of government to watch. 

Such a fate may be avoided, but it will 
require immense work and a degree of 
grace which seems not to have been 
vouchsafed to other countries which 
have gone through the process of flow- 
ering civilization. 

“Gallagher at the Bat.” 

In a northern exchange we read the 
announcement in prominept letters that 
“Gallagher is at the bat.” 

To a great many people the presence 
of this small item in the columns of a 
daily newspaper would seem to be su- 
perfluous, as consuming space that might 
have been devoted to weightier matters. 
But in the rush and turmoil which sur- 
rounds us, and of which the average 
daily newspaper is a more or less ac- 
curate reflection, there must be some at- 
tention given to the lighter side of life, 
such as is called to mind by the an- 
nouncement that “Gallagher is again at 
the bat.” 

We need more such Gallaghers in the 
daily treadmill of existence, and if they 
can turn aside for a moment our strained 
attention from the exciting news of

William Waldorf Astor is going to sue 
The London Daily Mail for publishing a 
story that he had won a large: bet by hay- 
ing brought to England a cross section 
of a California tree which he placed in 
the grounds of his country seat and used 
as a table to which twenty-seven people 
sat down to dinner. Mr. Astor admits 
shipping the tree, but says the rest of the 
story was a deliberate fabrication: 


Herr Neufeld, set free at Omdurman 
after thirteen years’ captivity, is almost 
like the prisoner of the Bastile, who asked 
to be taken back. He has found his way 
to Cairo, but only to poverty and neglect. 
The German consul has money in hand 
for him, but it is money given for his 
“rescue,’” and, as he no longer requires to 
be rescued, it is not available for his sup- 
port. He is friendless, or thinks he is; 
he has almost forgotten his native tongue, 
and is in danger of losing his reason. 
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There is a German negro colony in Penn- 
Sylvania, who speak nothing but German. 
The place is in Lebanon county, and the 
negroes went there twenty, thirty and 
forty years ago and settled among the 
quiet Pennsylvania German farmers of the 
Blue mountain districts. The colored chil- 
dren grew up on the farms, where they 
worked, and heard nothing but German 
spoken. They soon forgot nearly all the 
English they knew, an@ now they rarely 
speak anything but German. Their chil- 
dren go to English country schools in 
winter, but as quickly as they are out of 
sight of their teachers they begin to talk 
the German dialect, and nothing else. 


Notwithstanding the remarkable conduct 
of Captain James G. Blaine at San Fran- 
cisco, Honolulu and Manila, he has been 
honorably discharged by the direction of 
the president, the discharge to take effect 
December 3list. No charges were filed 
against him. The discharge is, however, 
in the nature of a rebuke, as Captain Blaine 
has been in Wasfington for some time 
working hard to be retained in the service.

At a conference in New York city be- 
tween the leaders of the striking Fifth 
avenue tailors and Edmond Kelly, presi- 
dent of the Social Reform Club, at the 
home of the latter, it was announced that 
leading society women had raised $50,000 
for the purpose of fitting ‘up a co-operative 
shop for the strikers. Further contributions 
will be made at the convention of the 
Consumers’ League next Friday morning. 


Saki, the national drink of Japan, has 
been used in that country for 2,000 years, 
It is made from rice. The grain is first 
Steamed and t/hen mixed with a species of 
ferment, mingled with water and then 
subjected to fermentation. The yeast used 
in the fermentation is. made from rice 
Straw, on which the steamed rice is spread 
out before it is prepared for fermentation. 
Under the influence of the ferment and 
the yeast all the starch of the rice is 
taken up so the product has the character 
4f wine, and hence is called rice wine. It 
is a notable fact that for ages past the 
Japanese have used the process which is 
known among us as pasteurizing, or ex- 
posing the saki in closed vessels to a cer- 
tain degree of heat to give it a keeping 
quality which it otherwise would not pos- 
sess. When saki is ready for use it contains 
from 14 to 16 per cent of alcohol, or is 
about five times as strong as beer.

Mr. ‘Tesla’s .discov- NIKOLA. TESLA. 
ery, it is contended, differs from others ex- 
ploited as methods of telegraphing without 
wires and so forth, in that it transmits any 
quantity of energy generated up to millions 
of voltS¥and without loss. He asserts that 
by his plan there is true conduction, and 
not, as in the case of other methods refer- 
red to, an induction or electrical radiation. 
Phenomena accompanying these methods 
preclude the transigission of any considera- 
ble quantity of energy and involve a great 
loss of power, so that, it is urged, they are 
of little practical importance. This method 
of transmitting energy, Mr. Tesla says, can 
be used by ships at sea or by vessels float- 
ing in the air. It can be used to transmit 
power over high mountains when the 
stringing of wires or laying of other con- 
ductors would be difficult or impossible, or 
by projecting energy across rivers or lakes, 
saving the trouble and expenses of sub- 
marine cables.

The order 
was based upon a city ordinance which has 
been violated for years. Less than a dozen 
dealers heeded the order, and as a result 
they were arrested. The police department 
intends to enforce the Sunday closing law 
and the dealers seem equally determined to 
violate it. A test case will be taken to the 
Supreme court to determine the constitu- 
tionality of the ordinance.

LIVELY MATTERS OF INTEREST TO

Hon. Jacob L. Beach Talks About the Reasons for His Resignation as Prison Come 
missioneré=-Senator W. H. Morrison Issues a Statement Explaining His 
Vote in the Hutchins-Russell Contest=---The Proposed Ballot 


Hon, Jacob L. Beach, of Brunswick, who | 


resigned on Friday last as a member of 
th prison commission, is ill at his home 
on Juniper street, in this city, and is tak- 
ing but little interest in the general dis- 
cussion that is going on concerning his 
reason for giving up so profitable and easy 
a place. It is said on good authority that 
he voluntarily surrendered the position 
because he could not agree with the Other 
two commissioners, Judge Joseph 8, Tur- 
ner and General Clement A. Evans, as to 
the site to be selected for the proposed 
central penitentiary, and to a Constitution 
representative who called on him last night 
he practically admitted that this was true. 
But he said that his action was mainly 
prompted by the pressure of outsige busi- 
ness interests, and he would not. admit 
that the difference of opinion between him- 
sif and Messrs. Turner and Evans had 
gone so far that further official association 
with them would be uncongenial. On the 
contrary, he complimented the other two 
commissioners. 

“Men may differ as to means and meas- 
ures,” he said, ‘“‘and still be equally hon- 
est and conscientious in their convictions. 
I regard my late associates as honorable 
men, and I respect their views.” 

This is all he would say on the subject. 
The report that his resignation had been 
brought about by the prospective candi- 
dacy of former Governor W, Y. Atkinson 
against Hon. A. O. Bacon, for United 
States senator two years hence, he said 
he had not heard of before, and he 
seemed somewhat surprised at it. The 
following clipping from The Macon Tele- 
graph, referring to the matter, was shown 
him: 


“The general tenor of the talk tonight 
is in bitter criticism of the action of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson. 

“It is an unheard of thing,’ said one 
prominent man in state politics, ‘for a re-

‘Mr. Beach read this through carefully, 
and smiled at the concluding paragraph.

Second Georgia Regiment Will Remain 
in the Service. 


SENATOR BACON HERE SUNDAY 


He Passed Through En Route from 
" ‘Washington to Macon. 


Colonel Brown and Captain Willcoxon 
Were Also in Washington, but 
Will Return Today.

Official order retaining the Second 
Georgia regiment has been issued. 
Senator Bacon here yesterday. 
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SENATOR A. O. BACON PASSED 
through Atlanta yesterday from Washing- 
ton. where he has been working for the 


retention of the Second, Georgia regiment. 
He was met at the train by Major W. J. 


Kendrick, of the Third battalion, Second | 


Georgia. Senator Bacon had a copy of the 
official order issued by the war departiment 
and this was read with interest by Major 
Kendrick. 

Senator Bacon has been very 
managing the destiny of the Second Geor- 
gia. It was he who asked that it be re- 
tained and he suggested a pian to President 
McKinley for the retention of the regiment 
which the chief executive approved of and 
it has been embodied in the official order. 

General Corbin, it is said, does not favor 
the plan suggested by Senator Bacon, be- 
cause. he is of the opinion that it will not 
work, while several of ais assistants dis- 
approve of jit, because it disrupts their 
fixed plans of mustering out and conse- 
quently gives them additional work. 

The president, however, is very much 
pleased, it ig said, with the plan suggested 
by Senator Bacon and despite the protests 
of General Corbin and his assistants, caused 
t to be put in the order. 

Colone| Osear Brown and Captain Cleve- 
land Willcoxon have been in Washington 
for several days in the interest of the reg- 
iment, but left last night and will arrive in 
Atlanta today. They will doubtless bring 
additional news in regard to the future of 
the regiment to the officers. 

The news of the retention of the regiment 
was received with pleasure by the privates 
of the organization, and it is the opinion 
of those who are acquainted with the af- 
fairs of the regiment that at least 600 of 
the 1,200 enlisted men desire to be retained 
in the service of the government, although 
all statements as to the number who will 
remain in the regiment must be surmised 
until the mustering officers begin their 
duty. 

The plan suggested by Senator Bacon and 
adopted by the president is to muster out 


active in 


all officers and men of the Second Georgia | 


desiring to leave the service of the govern- 
ment. All enlisted men of the First Georgia 
desiring to be retained will be transferred 
on descriptive lists to the Second Georgia 
and all officers of the First Georgia will 
be mustered out. Governor Candler may ap- 
point. officers of the First Georgia to fill 
actual vacancies in the Second Georgia. 

The following is the official order: 

The Second regimerit is to be retained 
in service, but all officers and men of 
the Second regiment so desiring will be 
mustered out on detachment roll. Ali 
officers of the First regiment will be 
mustered out of service on detachment 
muster-out roll and also such of the 
men thereof as so desire. Those men of 
the First regiment who desire to re 
iain in service will be retained in ser- 
vice, and will be transferred on descrip- 
tive lists to the Second regiment. The 
officers of the First regiment thus mus- 
tered out may be commissioned by the 
governor to fill actual vacancies in the 
Second. 

The officers and men of the First Georgia 
volunteer infantry will assemble in Macon 
on November Ist for the purpose of giving 
the mustering officer an opportunity to 
furnish honorable discharges to those de- 
siring to leave the service. The miustering 
Officers will also make the offic!al transfer 
from the First to the Sccond Georgia on 
the descriptive lists for the men desiring 
to be retained. 

The Second Georgia will assemble before 
the mustering officers on November 4th at 
the various stations designated in the fur- 
loughs. A portion of the regiment wil] as- 
semble at Camp Atkinson, Atlanta, another 
will assemble at Savannah, a third’ at 
Augusta and the last section at Rome. 
Whether the regiment will be consolidated 
in Atlanta or whether the men will go 
from their muster Stations direct to the 
winter quarters of the regiment is not yet 
known.

GOVERNMENT'S CARE OF MAIL. 


Interesting Case Was Argued Before 
Judge Newman in United States 
Court Saturday. 


A very important question, affecting the 
mail‘service, was argued before Judge New- 
man, of the United States court, Saturday 
by Messrs. F. A. Arnold, E. A. Angier and 
George Bell. 

At the Kimball house is a large cabinet 
divided into small pigeon holes in which 
the letters of the guests are deposited. 
Several letters have been stolen from this 
cabinet, and some time ago a young man 
was arrested and later indicted by the 
grand jury on tne charge of the theft from 
the letter cabinet. 

Mr. Frank Arnold, his attorney, demurred 
to the indictment on the ground that when 
the letters left the handa of the postman 
or mail carrier and were deposited in the 
hotel, in whose care the mail was sent, 
it was in effect a delivery to the addressee 
of the letter and ceased to be under the 
protection of the federal government. He, 
therefore, claimed the United States courts 
had no jurisdiction in the case. 3 

Messrs. Angier and Bell argued shat-the 
United States government had jurisdiction 
even where a letter was thrown by a mail 
carrier into the hallway of a ré@gidence and 
stolen therefrom by an outsider: and that 
the mail remained under the protection of 
the government ‘until the letter reached 
the person for whom it was intended. They 
Claimed hotels were only places of deposit 
and convenience where the traveling public 
directed its mail sent. 

The court took the ‘case under advise- 
ment and reserved its decision. The ques- 
tion involved has an important bearing on 
the mail service.

RISHOP NELSON 
ON DIVORCE LAWS 


Tells Congregation of the Discus- 
sion by General Convention, 


STATES HIS VIEWS CLEARLY 


He Gives Three Reasons for His Position 
on the Questlen 


TALK GWE OF URUSUAL INTEREST 


Bishop Nelson Took a Prominent Part 
in the Convention and Says the 
Question Will Be Satisfac- 
torily Settled at Next 
Convention.

Bishop C. K. Nelson tells congrega- 


tion of the Cathedral of the delibera- 
tion of the general convention, 


BISHOP ¢c. K. NELSON PREACHED 
at the Cathedral yesterday morning on 
the work of the general convention of the 
Episcopal church, which recently met in 
Washington, and which he attended. 

He spoke at length on the divorce laws 
and gave a resume of the deliberations of 
the convention on this question. Bishop 
Nelson has decided views on this matter 
and these he expressed yesterday morning. 
There was considerable interest attached 
to his talk and he retained the attention of 
the congregatfon. 

He dwelt at some length on the import- 
ance of atl church people having a knowl- 
edge of the legislation an@ other acts of 
the conference, and then proceeded to give 
at length a comprehensive outline of the 
work of the church and conference, in 
which he was a foremost worker. 

“It is expected,” said Bishop Nelson. 
‘that at this general convention held in 
Washington the legislation would bring 
about substantia] changes in the laws on 
the very important subject of marriage and 
divorce.”’ 

Bishop Nelson expressed his opinion that 
much disappointment was being felt over 
the postponement of action on the matter, 
but thought that another three years would 
bring #he deliberations to a focus, as the 
churchmen will have more time to delib- 
erate on the question and do not propose 
to let it die out In the meantime, 

“The present law of the church,” he said, 
“allow the clergy to join in marriage af- 
ter divorce two classes of persons, those 
who have been temporarily separated, and 
the innocent party in a divorce for the 
eause of adultery. It is to be observed that 
under this canon the clergymen who mar- 
ries a divorced person must be sure that 
he is marrying the innocent party, and 
that the cause for which the divorcee was 
granted was adultery. This rules out any 
right on the part of an Episcopal] clergy- 
man to unite in marriage even an innocent 
party, if the cause of divorce be abandon- 
ment, abuse, drunkenness or any other but 
the one reason; and any clergyman who 
marries one divorced for any other cause 
than adultery renders himself amenable to 
discipline. The object aimed at in the pro- 
posed legislation was to deny the right of 
any clergyman to marry any divorced per- 
gon whatsoever on the ground of the ideal 
of marriage contained in the marriage ser- 
vice of the Episcopal church, in the words 
of the Savior, ‘Those whom God hath join- 
ed together let no man put asunder.’ 

Bishop Nelson Speaks Out. 


Bishop Neilson had no hesitation whatever 


in expressing his cordial co-operation with | 
i ly and forcefully of the 


this proposed action and his unaiterable 
determinat.on to work indefatigably for its 
successful passage three years hence and in 
his sermon he gave these reasons for his 
belief and decision: 

“Wirst. the Savior refers to the subject 
of marriage in all of the gospels but that 
of St. John’s. In only one does He intimate 
the possibility of a separation and that only 
for the cause of adultery. But there is no 
intimation of a right thereby given to either 
party to contract a new marriage during 
the life time of the other party. All other 
passages of the new testament regard mar- 
riage as an indissoluble bond, and con- 
t#™M the principie tnat a couple once mar- 
ried are man and wife until parted by 


death. 

“Second, the determination by any cler- 
gyman of the question ‘who is the inno- 
cent party?’ is rendered practically impos- 
sible as, in by far the largest number of 
cases, both parties are movore’or less to 
blame for the cause leading to a separa- 
tion. 

‘“Third—If a clergyman uses his right to 
marry, under the canon, the so-called innv- 
cent party in a cause for adultery, and 
endeavors to sustain himself by the rec- 
ords of the coruts—the oniy evidence which 
can be considered sufficient and not ex 
parte—he wou.d not Marry many people, as 
the records seldom assign this cause. For 


him te judge the case by hearsay evidence | 


or public rumor is a most unsafe method 
and not contemplated by the canon. Under 
all these circumstances,’’ said Bishop Nel- 
son, ‘‘there is only one safe course to pur- 
sue.”’ 
Increased Need of Legislation. 

Bishop Nelson called attention to the in- 
creasing need of legislation on this subject 
as indicated by the increasing ratio of 


divorce to every nineteen marriages, and in 


Vermont, one of those same states, where | 


the proportion fs one divorce to every 
eleven marriages. This rath is not so 
large in the south, although the number of 
divorces in this section, he said, are even 
now too numerous. 

“The Episcopal church.”’ concluded Bish- 
op: Nelson, ‘has ever discouraged the re- 


' marrying of divorced people, and the influ- 


ence of this church {is constantly recog- 
nized in the preservation of morals. But 


that the-clergy may be aguatained in their 


efforts to promote the sanctity of mar- 
riage it is of the hghest importance 
that the laws on this subject should be 
made clear and unequivocal.” 


National Divorce Laws. 


Speaking with a representative of The 


| Constitution on the proposed national di- 


vorce law, Bishop Nelson sa d: 

“While I do not regard national legisla- 
tion as a panacea for ail the ills, yet a 
national law on this matter, if it could be 
enacted, would bring a little nearer into 
harmony the legislation ‘n the — various 
states and render imgeacticable the various 
schemes for securing divorces in some of 
our states and territories; as for example, 
North Dakota and Oklahoma as well as 
the New England states referred to before, 
where marriage scandals are numberless 
and most infamous.”’ 

Bishop Nelson said that the most that 


| 


could have been secured in the general con- 
venton at Washington was the construc- 
tion of a canon which woud admit as suf- 
ficient cause for the re-marriage of the in- 
nocent party the evidence supp ied in the 
pleadings and findings of the courts, both 
of which should indicate the decree to be 
granted for adultery. The reason this was 
not accepted, he sad, was that lt had fea- 
tures of discipline attached to it which Were 
not satisfactory to the convention and 
which that body refused to accept. 

Asked how the body stood on the question 
of a radical change in the divorce lawe 
as outlined by himself and his supporters, 
B shop Nelson gaid: 

“TI found an easy half with me, but we 
do not do these things in an excited mo- 
ment. We think, as I said before, that in 
three years the question will come to a 
focus and we shall win.”’

Sam Nichols, a negro, who thought him- 
self a free man after undergoing a pre- 
liminary trial on the cnarge of assault with 
intent to murder and who was turned loose, 
is again behind the bars on the same 
charge. 

Nichols was tried 
last week and the justice 
bind thim over. Patrolmen Eddleman and 
White did not think the decision of the 
justice satisfactory and re-arrested the ne- 
gro and locked him up in the police bar- 
racks. They state that they will have 
him indicted by the grand jury.

‘mage after he had called ‘‘down.”” The 
umplres, however, awarded the sphere to 
Georgia—doubtless on the well-known legal 
maxim that possession is nine points in the 
law, which does not apply in a football 
contest. Vanderbilt was doubtless entitied 
to the ball and Captain Goodson, of the yis- 
itors, for a time refused to continue the 
game. 

Georgia Somewhat Surprised. 

Possibly the most surprised people at the 
park Saturday were the members of the 
Georgia eleven, who expected to encoun- 
ter much more formidable opponents jn 
Vanderbilt. Before the game Captain Wal- 
den, of Georgia, spoke doubtfully of the 
result and feared that his line would not 
be able to hold its heavy opponents, but 
thought that the chances were about even 
on the result. 

Vanderbilt, on the other hand, was confi- 
dent of victory and both Captain Goodson 
and Coach Acton expressed the opinion that 
the game could go only in one direction. 
This opinion was probably entertained by 
the entire Vanderbilt team, for during the 
first half of the game, when Georgia was 
exerting herself to the utmost to score, 
Vanderbilt played listiessly and did not 
wake up to a sense of the situat’on until 
afier Georgia had scored her touch down.

New Rules Met With Favor. 

The gume Saturday was the first that 
has been p.ayed in Atlanta under the new 
ruies of the Southern Inter-Collegiate Ath- 
letic Association, and the changes appa- 
rent in the game were decided improve- 
ment over the old rules. In the first place 
the rules require that seven men be in the 
line, leaving only four men bend. This 
prevents momentum plays or rather de- 
creases the Momentum to a point where it 
cannot be considered dangerous. The two 
ends are compelled to stay in the line or 
else the ends can go back and the two 
liaits taxe their places in the line. 

The rule knocking off one point for a 
kicked gval is a good one, since it offers 
inducements to the piayers t0 kick gouls 
from the fleld and makes the game more a 
kicking one than it has ever been before. 

The revival of the game of football in 
Atlanta and ir the state after the action of 
the last legis.ature and also of the city 
council in preventing the game for a time, 
has brought the question bcfore the public 
again, whether or not the sport is injurious 
to the men who engage in-it. 

With the changes that have been 
made in the rules in the south, the danger 
to the payers has undoubtedly been min- 
imized and it is hardly possible that public 
sentiment will be aroused agdinst the 
game in future. 

In the north the old rules of the game are 


still in force and the silent suggestion of 


the Southern Association has not. been ac- 
cepted. Experts, however, have pronounc- 
ed the southern rules far superior and it is 
probable that in ¢he next few years the 
northern colleges will accept the change. 

Charlies McCarthy, coach of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia team and formerly substi- 
tute fullback on the All-America team, is 
one of the best football authorities in the 
country, and was largely instrumenta] in 
amending the rules of the old game.

To The Constitution, Atlanta, Ga.—An ef- 
fort is being made here to keep the troops 
quartered for the winter and a committee 
will leave for Washington tonight to urge 
such a course. Officers of the Fourth Ten- 
nessee inform me that they desire to come 
to Atlanta. Ninety-nine out of every hun- 
dred enlisted men want to move. Can't you 
help them come to Atlanta”?

While discussion is being had as ta the 
location of troops in Atlanta and the selec- 
tion of a site for the camp when they are 
brought there, there seems to be no differ- 
ences of opinion among the men camped 
at Knoxville concerning their desires re- 
garding the matter. 

The telegram directed to The Constitu- 
tion, whicH precedes, gives an idea of thei, 
feelings and shows that they are anxious 
to come to Atlanta and asks that they be 
aided in their desire. 

The telegram is from an officer in one of 
the regiments, and he states that ninety- 
nine out of every hundred men want to 
move, and Atlanta is the place to which 
they desire to be sent. 

Atlanta has been a favorite city with the 
soldiers although few of them have been 
located here, and the Tennessee volunteers 
are among those that will be sent to At- 
lanta when the camp is located. The men 
are anxious to come and are opposed to any 
movement that looks to keeping them away 
from Atlanta. 

The location of the camp for the troops 
that are to be brought to Atlanta has not 
been decided and Colonel Gardener is still 
in the city looking over the ground. 
| Accompanied by a number of prominent 
citizens Colonel Gardener visited a tract 
of land near pumping station No. 2 yester- 
day and inspected that place. It is under- 
stood that he was favorabliy impressed 
with the site, but ‘had nothing to say con- 
cerning any recommendations he will make 
regarding it. 

Colonel Gardener has inspected a number 
‘of sites near Atlanta since be has been in 
the city and while some of them have not 
been to his liking, he has been well pleased 
with a few and from these will make his 
recommendations as to the camp. 

Mayor Collier yesterday visited the site 
near Kirkwood, which has met with favor. 
The mayor went for the purpose of looking 
at the place and spent quite a while on the 
proposed camp site. 


SURGEON CLEARY’S REPORT.

Visited the Hospital at Camp Northen 
ani Found It, He Repoted, in 
Excellent Condition. 
Lieutenant Colonel Peter J. A. Cleary, 
deputy surgeon general of the department 
of the gulf, reported to the adjutant general 
of the department last Wednesday upon the 
condition of the regimental hospital at 
Camp Northen. The visit to the camp was 
made at the instance of several iadies, 
who complained that the sick soldiers were 

not receiving proper attention. 

The report, which is very flattering, 
as follows,

“The ‘hoepital consists of a number of 
tents and one frame building, used partly 
as a hospital and partiy as a dispensary. 
The sick were ali provided with cots, with 
wire springs and matiresses. They seemed 
to have plenty of biankets. There vere 
no serious cases in the hospital, iheugh 
there were several convailescing from ty- 

hoid and other fevers. The men appear to 
Se all very weil contented and the gurgeun 
stated that he had ample supplies on hand 
in the way of food and inedicines. I found, 
however, that the cots they used were rent- 
ed. and directed him to make requisition 
for any number of ccts he needed, which 
will be supplied him at once. A large pro- 

ortion of the blankets in the hospital be- 
to the men. “his also will be 1em- 
edied, as he will be supplied with enough 
blankets without having to use those vwe- 
longing to the men. He will need stoves 
for his tents, and was directed to make 
@ request on the quartermaster for «s many 
as he required, which, I presume, iil be 
supplied him without delay.

The coin is the 
exact counterpart of a copper one-cent 
piece. It was made in 1863, and was an 
advertisement for a firm which was com- 
of men known during the war as 
“copperheads,’’ those who wanted peace 
and nothing but peace. On one side of the 
copperheads’ coin are the following words: 
“T. Cc. & N. G. McCullough, dealers in 
hardware, Anderson, Indiana.’ On the re- 
verse side is: “Iron, nail and glass—hard- 
ware dealers—i&863."" The words “hardware 
dealers’’ are within a diagram of a padlock. 

“The coin is a rare war relic,”’ says Judge 
Andy, “‘and as it was given to me by one 
of my matinee performers as a luck piece, 
I will keep it.’’ 


Like a Football on a Gridiron. 

The Southern train that came in from 
Birmingham Saturday night had among 
the passengers a crippled old man, who had 
been put into a coach at Anniston. The 
poor old fellow had been actually shipped 
to Atlanta to be got rid of by people in 
Anniston who were tired of him.

But that was only a tem- 
porary help, and the police were appealed 
to take care of the man during the night. 
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Frequently are helpless and afflicted peo- 
ple shipped to Atlanta, as was the Annis- 
ton man, in order that this city may be 
forced to take care of them. It is the ¢com- 
mon rule for the officials of Atlanta to send 
these poor people right back to where they 
came from.

He 
will be sent back to Anniston today.

The top of his head is 
bald and slick, with a fringe of hair around 
it as white as cotton. He talks with a dia- 
lect that would do the heart of a negro 
minstrel good. To the white people the is 
polite and subservient, always calling the 
white men ‘‘Massa” and the ladies ‘‘Mis- 
éus.”’ 

‘Uncle’ Nat ig a police pet and no matter 
what he does he manages to get off free. 

Saturday night ‘Uncle’ Nat was found 
on the streets and he had with him a large, 
old-fashioned cotton-picking basket. The 
old man and his basket were taken to the 
police barracks. He had had a dram or 
two too much and he went to sleep in one 
of the prison corridors. His head wae pil- 
lowed beside his cotton basket and he pre- 
sented a picture which Wividly recalled ld 
plantation scenes, and al] the barracks 
people took a peep at sleeping “Uncle’’ Nat 
and his basket, 

“It just makes me long to get once more 
on the old plantation home,’’ sighed the 
turnkey, and there were others who echoed 
the sentiment. 
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PRISONER BEATS A BAILIFF. 


Bailiff Was Coniucting Prisoner from 


Justice Court. to Tower When 
the Fight Occurred.

Jdhn Upson, a 
oner, and Bailiff J. 
tice Foute’s court, had a hand-to-hand 
fight Saturday afternoon at 2 o’clock at 
the corner of Butler and Hunter streets, 
and for awhile it looked like one or the 
other would be killed. The negro broke 
loose and started off in a run and the balil- 
iff fired two quick shots at the fugitive. 

The fight and the shooting created con- 
siderable excitement and caused a large 
crowd to guxuther., Although there were 
fifteen or twenty men, white and negroes, 
standing around, not one offered assistance 
to the bailiff, and he had to battle alone 
against a negro who was strong enough 
to handle two ordinary people. 

The bhkiliff did his best, however,’ and 
it was only when he was forced to let 
go his nippers that the negro prisoner 
broke away and ran off, 

Upson was tried in Justice Foute’s court 
yesterday and was bound over under a 
$0 bond for iarceny. He was unable to 
give bond, and Bailiff Davis started with 
him for the Tower. The route taken was 
down Decatur street tu Piedmont avenue 
and down Piedmont avenue to Hunter 
street. The negro went along very quiet- 
ly until the corner of Hunter and Butler 
streets was reached and then he made a 
sudden jerk to get his hand lowse from 
the nippers by which the officer was hold- 
ing him. Bailiff Davis managed to re- 
sist the jerk, then the fight began. The 
negro made effort after effort to strike 
the officer with his right hand, which was 
free, but the bailiff, by twisting the nip- 
pers and dodging, succeeded in avoiding 
the blows. It was only by twisting the 
nippers that the negro was mase to stop 
striking, and at one time he was forced 
to his knees. 

The fight lasted three or four minutes, 
and both the negro and the bailiff were 
getting winded from the fierce struggle. 
Davis's hands were bruised frym the nip- 
pers, and the prisoner finally succeeded in 
wrenching his left arm loose end as soon 
as he was free, made a dash down the 
street. ° 

Bailiff Davis drew his pistol and fired 
twice, and would have fired more, but he 
was afraid of hitting some one in the 
crowded street, The officer returned to 
the justice court without his prisoner. But 
those who saw the fight he made did not 
biame him for the escape of the negro. 

Upson is noted in police circles in the 
city and has given the officers much trou- 
ble. He is a desperate fellow and is a 
fine specimen of physical manhood. 

Last night Bailiff Davis was searching 
for Upson. He will continue to search, 
and feels confident that he will catch the 
negro in the course of time,

THESE MEN CUT AND SHOT. 


Police Officers Who Were Killed and 
Wounded While Performing 
Their Duty. 

Captain John A. Thompson’s narrow es- 
cape from death at the hands of a mad- 
man, and the fact that he is now suffering 
from a stab in the face, has recalled among 
the police the names of those who suffered 
from knives, pistols and other weapons 
while mak:ng arrests and queliing disturb- 
ances. 

-The oldest policeman on the force, James 
McGee, has the scar of a wound which was 
made on his leg by a drunken soldier whom 
he arrested during the sixties. 

Patrolman Joe Green has numerous scars 
on his body made by a desperate negro 
burglar who was captured by himself and 
Sergeant John Abbott twelve years ago. 
The negro cut Green at the police barracks 
and Green shot and killed him. 

Captain Jennings was struck on the head 
with a glass pitcher while quelling a row 
at the Piedmont exposition. 

Patroiman Dukes is now a sufferer from 
knife, wounds Mm his face and on his body 
made by a negro thief. 

Sergeant Mike White was badly cut by 
a white man and the wounds still worry 
him. 

Patrolman D. F. Cook ‘had his throat cut 
by a negro whom he had under arrest on 
Peters street. 

Patrolman John W. Norman was tw.ce 
cut; first by a negro woman in a dark al.ey, 
and afterwards. by a negro man, whom he 
killed. 

Detective Dave Looney bears the ecars 
made on hig body by a man who attacked 
him with a pair of tailor’s shears. Looney 
had to advance on the man, who was 
drunk, , 

Detective J. L. Wooten was cut on the 
face and breast by a negro who resisted 
arrest at the corner of Pulliam and Crum- 
ley streets about two years ago. Wooten 
Shot at the negro. 

Patrolman Frank Whitley was shot in 
the foot by a negro while he was about 
to make an arrest. 

Patrolman C, F. Goree was cut in the face 
a few months ago by a-young man wno 
was drunk and whom the officer was try.ng 
to get to go home. 


Patrolman W. J. Moncrieff was shot while’ 


making an arrest on Decatur street seven 
years ago. 

Patro.man J. H. Thompson has the acars 
On his body from a knife wound made by 
a desperate prisoner. 

Detective T. A. Barrett was shot while 
making an arrest. 

Sergeant John Abbott was cut and struck 
on the head with a piece of iron by a negro 
burglar. 

Patroiman 8. B. Bankston was struck on 
the head with an ax by a negro prisoner 
and he stil] suffers from the wound. 

The men who were killed while on the 
police force were: 

R. L. Albert, who was assassinated on 
the Broad street bridge two years ago; T. 

Ponder, who was shot and killed in a 
Store on Wall street about a year ago; 
Car] Mills, who was assassinated by a negro 
on Whitehall street a few months ago; Pat 
Lynch, who was accidentally kilied by a 
brother officer at the old police station fif- 
teen years ago; Robert Goodson, who was 
killed accidentally e ght years ago by a 
brother policeman, and Dan Rogan, who 
was shot in a house of a friend nearly 
twenty years ago 

Others who were hurt were T. H. Skelton, 
who was cut on Marietta street in 1891 and 
died shortly afterwards; Ex-Policeman 
Wesley Veal, who was shot by a burglar 
on Fort-street; Ex-Policeman Miler, whvu 
Was cut by two Pratt boys and who after- 
wards died from an overdose of morphine.

buildings at Fort McPherson 
rapidly pushed and Major Blair D. Taylor 
believes he will have the patients housed 
before the severe weather begins. 
building has been almost completed, only 
the inside work remaining to be done, and

Ground has been broken for four build- 
ings and these, it is thought, will give the 
surgeons all the room desired for the pa- 
tients for the present, provided no more 
are sent to the hospital for treatment.

PhRerson as a hospital station, and a large 
number of patients were sent to the post. 

Major Taylor found himself with a great- 
er number of sick soldiers than he could 
house, and he consequently made a requisi- 
the government for hospital 
tents. These were given him and beds 
for 1,000 patients were placed in them. ‘This 
did very well during the summer, but when 
the cold weather arrived Major Taylor 
communicated with the authorities at 
Washington and succeeded in obtaining 
orders for the erection of hospital buildings. 

These are on the parade ground and are 
on the side next to the barracks houses. 
They will prove of great advantage to the 
surgeons, who feel considerable anxiety 
for the patients now in the tents. 


ELEVATOR FALLS 
WITH SIX PEOPLE 


Accident in the New Connty Jail 
Saturday. 


ALL THE OCCUPANTS INJURED 


It Was a Frightful Fall and Escape 
from Death Miraculous. 


FIRST RELIGIOUS SERVICES IN THE TOWER 


Building Was. Cold and Fuel 
Gave Out—Ton of Coal Bor- 
rowed From the City.

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THE TOWER ELEVATOR FELL SAT- 
jurday on account.of a break in the ma- 
chinery, and two jail officials and four 
prisoners were injured after taking a 
frightful ride from the third floor of the 
prison down to the basement. That one or 
more of the men were not killed outright 
seems almost miraculous, 

The elevator at the Tower is operated by 
hydraulic pressure. It had been tested and 
was believed to be perfectly secure. Sat- 
urday, when thhe prisoners were moved from 
the old jail into the Tower, the elevator 
was in constant use all day. Late in the 
afternoon Jailer J. J, Fain, Turnkey §S., 8. 
Trimble and Luther Eason, J. W. Gunnin, 
S. M. Adams and William Proctor, four 
moonshiners, were going up in the eleva- 
tor. The moonshiners were trusties and 
were helping the jailers in the work of 
transferring the other prisoners, The eleva- 
tor with the six men had just reached the 
third floor when there was a jerk and then 
down it went with nothing to operate 
against the full power of gravitation. 
Those who were in the elevator say its 
speed was fearful, and others who got a 
glimpse of it as it shot down, say thac it 
whizzed by like a flash. It struck the 
basement with crash and every man on it 
was injured from the concussion, All com- 
plained of pains in the spine and legs. 

Yesterday Mr. Fain was unable to get out 
of bed, and one of the moonshiners was in 
the hospital. The six men all needed medi- 
cal attention. 

_ J, W. Gunnin, talking about the accident 
yesterday, said: 

“Tt was just a whir and a crash, and it 
seemed to me that we warn’t more’n a 
pair of seconds gittin’ from the third floor 
¢o that basement.”’ 

No cause can be ascribed for the accident 
other than the machinery broke in the 
basement. -It will be repaired at once. 

Prisoners Complain of Cold. 

Saturday afternoon and Saturday night 
the prisoners complained of tue Tower be- 
ing very cold. Yesterday the buiiding was 
a@ little warmer, but the supply of coal gave 
out and the jailers had to borrow a ton 
from the city. 

Some of the moonshiners will persist in 
raising the windows when turned into the 
outside corridors, and ,ihis makes it diffi- 
cult to get the Tower heated. Once 
the large building is thoroughly warmed ic 
will be an easy matter to keep it so, 

The first religious services were held in 
the Tower yesterday by Rey, R. S. Stephen- 
son, Mr. W. W. Willis and Mr. R. C. 
Tilley. These three gentlemen have been 
holding Sunday services at the county jail 
for the past year or more. Yesterday they 
only held one service in the west wing of 
the prison, on the fifth or top -tloor, in 
which were confined about twenty moon- 
shiners, On account of the confusion inci- 
dent to moving it was not possible to let 
all the prisoners’ get together. Later this 
may be satisfactoriiy arranged, 

it will take two or three days to get 
things at the Tower shipshape, and it wil! 
be a week before the sheriff will move in 
and affairs in the new prison run as 
smoothly as it is intended they shall.

Express Company Stockholders Say 
Shippers Should Provide Stamps. 


EARNINGS REDUCED $42,000 


Dividends Will Be Cut, Say These 
Holders of Securities. 


SUIT FILED IN THE FEDERAL COURT 


Georgia’s Railroad Commissioners Are 
Summoned To Appear Before 
Judge Speer in Augusta.

LEGAL STEPS HAVE BEEN TAKEN 
by certain New York stockhiders to pre- 
vent the Southern Express Company from 
affixing stamps to receipts for packages of- 
fered to !t for shipment within the state 
of Georgia. 

The action also involves the injunction 
of the Georgia railroad commission and of 
the attorney general of the state of Geor- 
The members of the state railroad 


gia. 


commission, Colonel L. H. Trammell, Colo- , 


nel T..C. Crenshaw and Judge Spencer At- 
kinson have been summoned to appear in 
the United States court at Augusta on the 
first Monday in December and make answer 
for their action in ordering the express 
company to affix stamps to ali receipts for 
shipn ent. 

Last July the state commission, acting 
on the complaint of citizens, gave the 
Southern Express Company a hearing in 
regard to its practice at that time of re- 
quiring its patrons to affix the war revenue 
stamp tdé receipts. The company claimed 
that the war revenue bill did not require 
it to affix the stamps, and that the state 
commission had no right to require it. The 
commissioners disagreed with the conten- 
tion of the company and ordered it to stop 
making shippers furnish the stamp. 

At the same tinfe the telegraph companies 
were called on to make a showing because 
they were compelling their patrons to 
place a stamp on every telegram which 
was sent. After thoroughly examining the 
law the commissioners decided that the 
section of the bill which referred to tele- 
graph companies did not specify who was 
to pay the stamp and that therefore the 
companies had the option of refusing to 
transmit messages unless the sender placed 
a one-cent stamp on each telegram. 

After the decision against the Southern 
Express Company, application was inade 
by that corporation for permission to in- 
crease its rates in Georgia. This application 


' was refused and the company furnished the 


stamps and put them on the receipts. 

The stamp bill was a necessary war rev- 
enue measure and war stamps were im- 
posed on many things. In the case of rail- 
road bills of lading, the railroads all over 
the country voluntarily began affixing 
stamps to their bills of lading without 
making a test case. But this was not true 
with the telegraph and express companies. 

It was stated that the tax would cost the 
Southern Express Company $0,000 a year. 
This was a guess at that time. Now the 
stockholders declare that the stamps cost 
the company for the state of Georgia $40,000 
or other large sum annually. This threatens 
to interfere with the company’s dividends 
and hence the action which has been com- 
menced to have the company released from 
the commission’s order. 

The complainants in this proceeding are 
William B Dinsmore, C. Gray Dinsmore, 
as individual stockholders, and in connec- 
tion with. Dumont Clarke, as executors of 
the estate of William B. Dinsmore, de- 
ceased, all of New York. Together they 
own 1,000 shares of Southern Express Com- 


pany stock, the par value of which is $50,- | 


WO. They say that the imposition of the 
war tax stamp 1s really costing the express 
company about $40,000 or other large sum in 
the state of Georgia annually and this is 
going to cut down their dividend materia!- 
ly. Jest how much dividend the company 
has been paying in the past and what per- 
centage of. the net earnings $42,000 is, the 
complainants do not say. But they sweer 
that these taxes wii] cost them more than 
$10,000 in loss of divalends and shrinkage 
in the value of their stock. 

These complainants declare they do not 
believe the railroad commission of Georgia 
had any authority to require the payment 
of the tax before issuing the receipts. The 
Messrs. Dinsmore say that*there is no pre- 
scribed limit to the charges which the rail- 
roads can make against the Southern Ex- 
press Company, “as there is on 
charges made against the public, 

“That the contracts of the express com- 
pany with the raiiroad companies are mat- 
ters of negotiation, and the average charge 
of the railroads is 3 per cent of the ex- 
press company’s gross rece'pts: that it 
costs the express company 43 per cent of 
its receipts to do its business. and this, 
added to the average 50 per cent which 
must be paid to the railroads, makes the 
total cost to the express company 93 per 
cent of its receipts. A considerable ex- 
press business is done at a charge of 10 
cents per package, and a very large pro- 
portion of its intrastate business is done 
at a charge of 25 cents ptr package. Take 
93.per cent from these charges and there is 
left a margin of seven-tenths of a cent 
on the 10-cent packages and one and three- 
quarters of a cent on the 25-cent packages. 
If the express company is compelled to 
pay 1 cent each on the receipts, it loses 
three-tenths of a cent on every 10-cent 
package and makes only three-quarters of 
a cent on the 25-cent packages. This would 
materially reduce the very moderate profit 
of the business, and will so reduce the 
income of the company as to lessen any 
dividends payable to its shareholders, like 
compiainants. Under the laws of Georgia 
all persons or companies doing an express 
business and charging the public therefor 
in the state were required to ‘pay 2% per 
centum%on their gross receipts,” and all 
persons or the superintendent or general 
agent of each express company were re- 
quired to make a quarterly return under 
Oath, under a penalty of indictment, con- 
viction and punishment, and a failure to 
pay the tax will subject such corporation 
to a forfeiture of its charter; under the 
provisions of this act, in the imposition of 
this tax and the-enforcement thereof, no 
deduction will be allowed for the expense 
the company is subjected to in complying 
with the said order of the railroad com- 
mission and in making payment itself of 
the stamp tax imposed by tthe said revenue 
act of congress. In other words, the cor- 
poration wi.l he paying a tax to the state 
upon the entire aggregate sum paid out 
for stamps, as required by the order of the 
railroad commission, which payment will 
came out of the gross income of the com- 
pany.” 

The complainants state that they do not 
believe there will be any considerable in- 
crease in the company’s business and 
therefore that the loss of $40,000 or $42.000 a 
year will come out of the stockholders. 
This, they assert, is unfair, unreasonable 
and unjust. 

It is declared that this proceeding is not 
taken in collusion with the Southern Fx- 
press Company at all. The Dinsmores 
asked the company to fight the order of 
the Georgia commission in the courts, and 
the directors of the company declined, say- 
ing that they intended to comply with the

sary to raise by taxation enormous sums of 
money to maintain the national military 
and naval forces and equipment and that, 
in order to raise this money. it was neces- 
sary to bring under the taxing power all 
the resources of all the people; that every 
industrv and every person, even in the most 
trival cComestic and business concerns, are 
required by the system of stamp taxation 
devised to contribute to this common fund; 


none could escape the. exactions of the tax- 
gatherer, if is inconceivable that the fed- 
eral congress should have selected great 
transportation companies of the country as 
the sole object of special legislative bene- 
faction and, taxing all others, exempt them 
alone from the operation of the law.

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BY A STRANGE COINCIDENCE MRS: 
Robert Lewis and Mrs. William G. Shock- 
ley met Saturday morning in the office of 
the captains at the police barracks, One 
was the wife of Lewis, who is sentenced to 
hang for the murder of Charles Haynes, 
and the other is the wife of Shockley, who 
killed Bishop and came near stabbing Cap- 
tain Thompson to death in a trolley car 
Friday morning. 

Mrs. Lewis came from Cherokee county 
Friday night to be with her husband and 
to do what she can to save him from the 
gallows. She called at the police barracks 
Saturday morning at 8 o’clock to make in- 
quiries about the crime. 

Mrs. Shockley arrived in the city Satur- 
day morning and went direct from the de- 
pot to the police barracks to see ‘her hus- 
band and to make inquiries. about the 
crime he had committed. 

By an accident the wives of the two 
prisoners entered the captains’ office al- 
most at the same moment. They sat to- 
gether for several minutes, neither knowing 
the other or being aware of the fact that 
both were there on almost identical mis- 
sions. 

“It was the strangest meeting,” said Cap- 
tain Joiner, who received the ladies, “that 
I have ever experienced since I have been 
connected with the police department.” 

Mrs. Lewis was taken into a private office 
and where Mrs. Shockley could not hear 
what she said, and there she was told about 
her husband and directed to go to the 
Tower and see the sheriff. 

Mrs. Shockley was informed of her hus- 
band’s -erime and* was permitted to enter 
his cell, Shockley recognized his wife, but 
seemed cold and indifferent, while she hug- 
ged and Kissed him with eyes flooded wita 
tears. While Mrs. Shockley was at the 
pol.ce barracks Shockiey was taken to the 
Tower and she walked beside him to the 
patrol wagon with her arms about his 
neck. 
Mrs. Shockley Talks of Her Husband. 

airs. Shock.ey says she caanot account 
for the conduct of her husband in Killing 
Bishop. He was always quiet and inoffen- 
sive and was devoted ta ‘his wife and chil- 
dren. 

“His brother recently failed in business,’’ 
said Mrs. Shockley, ‘“‘and that may have 
preyed on his mind. He left home one day 
sast week and did not tell me where he was 
going. When he disappeared we searched 
for him everywhere and we were still look- 
ing for him when we learned of his trouble 
in At.anta. Several times he has complain- 
ed of pains in his head and has gnee or 
twice suffered so that he became uncon- 
scious, but he was never dangerous. I sup- 
pose he is worth at least $11,000. He had 
no business in Atlanta of which I know 
and he may have come here tg seek his 
brother. That he is insane there is no 
doubt in my mind or the minds of any who 
know him.”’ 

Mrs. Shockley will remain in the city un- 
til some steps are taken to have her hus- 
band placed in the insane asy:um. 

Saturday morning Chief Manly instruct- 
ed Officet Carlyle 10 swear out a warrant 
against Shockley charging him with mur- 
der, and this was done. Upon this warrant 
the prisoner was transferred to the Tawer, 
where he was placed in section No. 23 to 
himself. He denied yesterday that he had 
killed anybody and all memory of his crime 
seemed to have faded from his mind. 

Funeral of the Murdered Man. 

The body of John D. Bishop, the victim 
of Shockley’s knife in the street car 
tragedy, was not buried Saturday after- 
noon at Sharon church as was at first con- 
templated, but the funeral occurred Sun- 
day morning at 9:39 o’clock and the body 
was placed in the receiving vault at West- 
view cemetery. The services occurred 
at the cemetery. A half-brother and 
sister of the deceased were found in Haral- 
son county. and the funeral arrangements 
were changed at their request. 

Captain Thompson Suffering. 

Captan Thompson, who was stabbed in 
the face on the street car by Shockley after 
he had killed Bishop, was not resting well 
yesterday and his wound is giving him 
great pain. It will be at least two weeks 
before he can report for duty.
